Because Lloyd Simon decided to use the telephone Thursday 
morning he achieved the honor of being the first Palm Springs resi­ 
dent to purchase one of the new Defense Bonds. His sagacity 
brought him in ahead of Máxime Van Cleef, another prominent local 
resident, by just fifteen minutes and thereby started something of 
a controversy. 
Van Cleef was at the postof-' 
fice bright and early, even before 
it opened at 8 o’clock. He grinned 
with confidence when he found 
himself first before the proper 
window. But the grin soon faded 
when he asked Postmaster “Pop” 
Gorham for the first Defense 
Bond to be sold. 
“Lloyd Simon beat you to it,” 
said Pop sympathetically. 
“He 
telephoned his order for the first 
bond just fifteen minutes ago.” 
Claims a "Foul" 
Nonplussed for the 
moment 
Van Cleef entered claim of a 
“foul,” alleging that Simon was 
out-of-bounds because he had re­ 


sorted to the telephone instead 
of getting out of bed and get­ 
ting down to the postoffice in 
person as had Van Cleef. 
Pop refused to allow the claim. 
So Van Cleef had to content him­ 
self with purchase of the second 
Defense Bond. But he did take 
one first honor, that of buying 
the first set of defense stamps 
of all denominations. 
And he was also out in front 
of the Bank of America long be­ 
fore its opening to make the first 
purchase of a Defense Bond at 
that establishment. He has been 
a resident of Palm Springs the 
last five seasons. 
“I Rise To Remark 
By SENATOR JOHN PHILLIPS 
One of the local theaters is now 
playing the National Anthem at 
each performance, and the audi­ 
ence rises from its lethargy and 
its concern over whether the 
marines will arrive in time or 
whether Clark Gable will reach 
the last reel safely, to sing lustily 
the few words it knows, and the 
few notes it can reach. 
In case you are in doubt, the 
National Anthem is “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” Some people 
prefer “America,” and lately 
“God Bless America” has risen 
so in the estimations of the peo­ 
ple that they in turn are rising 
when they sing it. I do pretty 
well with all three in the bath 
tub or under the shower, but am 
severely handicapped when some­ 
one near me is staying on the 
key. 
In public I prefer “God 
Bless America.” 
W hat started me on this subject 
was that I observe that we us­ 
ually come in strongly on the 
lines about the “land of the free” 
and about the “home of the 
brave.” I rise to suggest that we 
are no longer free, and there are 
few evidences of our being very 
brave. I had a little experience 
last weekend which impressed 
this on me. 
Mrs. Phillips and I drove over 
to San Francisco. I went over 
on the invitation of the Sons of 
the American Revolution to speak 
at their annual banquet. 
I titled the speech, “A Call to 
Revolution,” and I told them I 
wanted to talk to them about 
Americanism and about Revolu­ 
tion. I talked to them about the 
conditions in America only a gen­ 
eration ago, and how independ­ 
ent we were compared with con­ 
ditions today. 
I said to them “Your fathers 
would have died before they 
would have permitted to develop 
the conditions in government 
which today threaten the free­ 
doms that they established for us 
only 165 years ago.” And I con­ 
cluded by saying: 
“This is your government to­ 
day. This is your government in 
a time approaching war. This 
was the government of Norway 
and of France. We have with us 
the Quislings and the Blums; the 
communists and the fascists. It 
has been said that we need states­ 
men today. I say to you tonight 
that w e need United Statesmen. 
“As sons of a revolution, I call 
upon you tonight to enter another 
revolution. I call upon you to 
enter a revolution to bring back 


self-reliance; to return self-re­ 
spect; to build again a feeling of 
personal interest in government, 
and personal responsibility; I 
call upon you to take back the 
government, and give it to the 
men and women who think as 
your fathers thought in 1776 and 
1786. 
“I call upon you tonight to haul 
up the colors that were born in 
revolution; not the hammer and 
sickle, not the hackenkreutz, not 
the fasces—but the stars and 
stripes.” 
W hat I’m leading up to is the 
fact that radio time had been ar­ 
ranged over the National Broad­ 
casting System, but the executive 
who read the outline of my talk 
refused to permit its use over 
what he modestly called “our air” 
because, he said, it mentioned 
“revolution” and because it was 
“a tirade against Governor Ol­ 
son.”

FIGURES ON 


MOUNTAIN ROAD 


With ihe Banning-Idyllwild 
road more than half completed, 
a check of the financial reports, 
released by the county auditor's 
office, reveals that the cost of 
the construction work and camp 
maintenance for the six year 
period has been $567,999.90. 
However, in calculating the ac­ 
tual cost of constructing the 
road, only the additional cost 
of taking care of the prisoners 
in the camp over what it would 
have cost had they remained in 
the county jail should be charg­ 
ed against the project, since 
they would have been fed, 
whether they were employed in 
useful work resulting in a per­ 
manent improvement, that will 
benefit all of Riverside county, 
or loafed in the county jail. 
Over the six year period there 
has been an average of 115 men 
at the camp all the time. It costs 
$1.09 a day to keep a prisoner at 
the camp, or $125.35 a day for 
115 prisoners. On the other hand, 
it is understood that the cost of 
feeding the prisoners in the coun­ 
ty jail is 50 cents per man, or a 
total of $113,925 for 115 prisoners 
over a six year period. 
The county auditor’s office has 
listed $314,314.74 as maintenance 
cost of the camp for the six year 
period; but if the $113,925, it 
would have cost to keep these 
same prisoners in the county jail, 
is deducted from the grand total 
of $567,999.90 only $463,074.90 is 
left to be charged against the 
project for the six-year period. 
Of the 24-mile project, seven 
and one-half miles have been 
completed from the Banning end 
in addition to the clearing of the 
right-of-way for an 
additional 
half-mile to the junction with the 
old road. Before the camp was 
moved to Banning from Keen 
Camp, four and one-half miles of 
the upper end from Idyllwild to 
Stone Creek had been completed. 
Figures on Costs 
In 1935-36 there was an ex­ 
penditure of $85,292.90, compris­ 
ing $51,120.80 for prison camp op­ 
eration and $34,172.10 for road 
construction, survey and equip­ 
ment. 
The following year the total ex­ 
penditure amounted to $94,569.63, 
with prison camp operation cost­ 
ing $53,620.99 and the outlay for 
road construction, survey and 
equipment coming to $40,948.64. 
The highest annual expenditure 
was during 1937-38 with a total 
cost of $109,313.09, including $58,­ 
519.47 for prison camp operation 
and $50,793.62 for the construc­ 
tion of the road as well as for 
survey and equipment. 
In 1938-39 the total outlay by 
the county for the Banning-Idyll- 
wild road project was $97,054.77, 
including $51,056.34 for prison 
camp operation and $45,998.43 for 
road construction, survey and 
equipment. 
The following year the lowest 
of recent annual outlays for the 
project resulted with a total cost 
of $85,029.51 occurring. This to­ 
tal included $48,457.29 for the

How Father Flanagan of famous Boys’ Town, 
Nebraska, and liis associates go about the job of 
rectifying the unsavory situation at the Whittier 
State School for Boys is a matter of deep interest 
and concern. 
Already a number of things have been accom­ 
plished. First, the committee locked up the infam­ 
ous “Lost Privilege Cottage” where two little boys 
committed suicide. They closed the Receiving Cot­ 
tage; young inmates call it “The Mill.” The main 
root of the evil Whittier story, the problem of per­ 
sonnel, is untangling under the expert hands of 
the committee. 
. 
But to most mothers and fathers, the most vital 
work of the survey group has been in another de­ 
partment. The other day they sent a messenger 
to Los Angeles, instructed to come back with a 
few ordinary games and some play and craft equip­ 
ment—there being nothing of the sort at the 
school! In fact, the committee found that earlier 
employes who had ventured to provide, out of their 
own pockets, games for the youngsters, were sum­ 
marily dismissed. Ordinary play, apparently, was 
just taboo! 
Even at Sing Sing and on “The Rock,” at San 
Quentin and Folsom and every other prison for ad­ 
ults, provision is made for recreation, for crafts, 
for religious worship—for absorbing interests to 
occupy active minds. They have proved the great­ 
est force for rehabilitation. 
Any warden of any modern penal institution 
could have told Whittier authorities that such 
things were a first necessity in a reform school lor 
child offenders. 
Any mother of boys could have 
told, if she had been asked.

Mrs. Elwood Jost Secures True Story From 


Ramona’s Only Living Son, Condino Hopkins 


Contrary to all previously published reports, 
Ramona, heroine of Helen Hunt Jackson’s novel 
of the same name, was married again after the 
death of her husband, Juan Diego, “Alessandro” 
in the story. 
She married a white man by the 
name of Hopkins, and their only son, Condino 
Hopkins, is living with his Indian wife on the Tor­ 
res Indian Reservation in the Coachella Valley. 
The couple have six children, three of whom are 
^living at St. Boniface Indian School in Banning.

Ramona Diego, died 
in 1922. consequently none of the 
Hopkins children knew her. Two 
other children. Harry, age 13, and 
Gladys Hopkins, age 9, are at 
the local Indian school. 


The Sun reporter also talked 
w ith the Indian agent of the M ar­ 
tinez and Torres reservations, H. 
J. Hess, on Tuesday. He stated 
there is no doubt that H opkins 
is the son of the heroine of Helen 
H unt Jackson’s novel. 
Hopkins, 
age 45, suffered from tuberculosis 
for tw o years, but has fully re­ 
covered 
and 
is now 
in 
good 
health. 
Mrs. Jost Tells Story 


The first inform ation of the 
above facts came from Mrs. E l­ 
wood Jost, (nee Dorothy Page) 
who interview ed Condino 
Hop­ 
kins 10 years ago w hile she was a 
student of journalism at th e U ni­ 
versity of Redlands. A t th a t tim e 
H opkins w as an officer on the 
M artinez reservation. Miss Page 
had heard about him from Ben 
deCrevecoeur 
and 
from 
the 
grandm other of her then future 
husband, Mrs. C. F. Jost, 
f o r 
whom Ram ona had worked. Miss 
Page w ent to the M artinez reser­ 
vation and obtained H opkins pic­ 
ture published on page eight, and 
his full story. She w as a Class A 
student in journalism , because of 
this tru e story and others that 
she wrote. The story has never 
been published before, and Mrs. 
Jost turned over the m anuscript 
to T he D esert Sun for publication.

RAMONA'S SON REVEALS 
HER TRUE STORY 


(By Dorothy Page) 


Ramona, 
the 
heroic 
idol 
of 
Southern California, has been so 
rom anticized th at her true life 
has become hopelessly entangled 
w ith fiction, according to her only 
son, Condino Hopkins, who is on 
the Indian Reservation in Coa 
chella Valley. 


An alert young m an of about 
thirty-five, Hopkins lives with his 
wife and sm all children in a home 
which, like the fam ily, is notice 
ably neat and w ell kept. 
His 
father, Ram ona’s second husband, 
was a w hite man, and the young 
officer’s features lack the char­ 
acteristic high cheek bones of his 
m other’s race. 
F or eleven years 
he has been in the U nited States 
employ as an officer, and for 
nine years the officer over the 
M artinez Reservation. 


H opkins’ 
eyes 
glowed 
w ith 
kindness as he welcomed us cour­ 
teously into his hom e and talked 
of his m other. 
H e loves to talk 
about her and to correct the dis­ 
torted facts about her life. 
Of 
Helen H unt Jackson’s book he 
says, “A bout half is truth, most 
is not.’’ 
Ramona w as not born, 
he says, nor did she spend her 
life in th e locations given in the 
book, and w here shrines have 
been built in her mem ory. 
She 
was born in Agua M ansa, a reser­ 
vation a t an old mission near 
Colton in 1842. 
C ontrary to the 
book again, her people had no 
jew els nor great w ealth, but w ere 
quite poor, having only flocks of 
sheep and stock. A large part of 
her childhood w as spent in San 
Timoteo Canyon, w ithin tw enty 
miles of her birth place. 


Ram ona’s m arriage place, said 
her son is uncertain, bu t he is 
reasonably sure th at it was at 
“C harley 
Thom as’” 
place near 
San Jacinto, for it w as custom ­ 
ary for the Indians to be m ar­ 
ried th ere by an old priest. 
He 
has been unable to find out the 
name of the priest who w as in 
charge a t the tim e of the m arriage 
of Ramona with "Juan Diego,” fic­ 
tionally known as “A llessandro.” 
One of the three babies w hich 
died w as nam ed 
“Alessandro.” 
H er husband, Ju an Diego, is said 
to have been a professional horse 
thief, and has even been called 
a half-w it. 
"This is not true,” 
said H opkins in defense of his 
m other’s first husband. 
“H e had 
spells w hen he w as out of his 
head.” 
W hile a railroad was be­ 
ing built from H all’s G rade to 
Cabazon in the San Gorgonio 
Pass, Ramona and Ju an lived at 
the m outh of H all’s G rade C an­ 
yon. 
Ram ona w ashed clothes on 
the old Jost hom estead east of 
Banning, 
w hile 
her 
husband 
worked in the saw -m ill connected 
with th e railroad. 
L ater Juan 
and Ram ona lived on the old road 
from H em et to Idyllw ild in the 
San Jacinto m ountains. 
There it 
was necessary to go into San J a ­ 
cinto for provisions. 
It was on 
one of these trips th at Juan tied 
his grey horse in a stable w hile 
he 
did 
his 
purchasing. 
Then 
came one of the spells w hen he 
was partially out of his head. Im ­ 
m ediately he ran for th e stable, 
leaped on his horse, or one he 
mistook for his own, and hurried 
home. 
Ramona saw him coming 
and realized that he did not have 
the right horse. “You have wrong 
horse,” she told him , bu t he was 
too sick to take it back, so R a­ 


mona led it to the pasture to 
stake it out until he should re ­ 
cover. 
While she w as gone, Sam 
Temple, 
said 
to 
have been a 
quarter-bred negro, came tracing 
his horse w hich he believed Diego 
to have stolen. 
W hen Juan an ­ 
sw ered the door, Sam shot him, 
and he died soon afterw ard. 


Ten years passed in Ramona's 
life, during which tim e she lived 
on the Cuhilla Reservation. Then 
cam e “Filipe”, a w hite m an in 
the person of Mr. Hopkins, the 
father of th eir one son, Condino. 
For several years they lived in 
the Cuhilla Reservation, near San 
Jacinto, until the death of Mr. 
Hopkins. 
Of his funeral, a story 
is told of a devoted negro friend 
who said, “Ah took mail fiddle 
to de funeral an' ah played de 
saddes’ 
tune 
on 
it.” 
Ramona 
lived until 1922 w hen she died 
at the age of eighty years. 
Her 
devoted son's eyes saddened as 
he spoke of her death. He ltd the 
way to the 
«eat 
kitchen and 
w ith loving hands took a pic­ 
ture from the wall over the table 
It w as of Ramona w ith an Indian 
settlem ent 
in 
the 
backgrouno, 
taken about thirty-seven years 
ago, enlarged, tinted ana fram ed 
by a photographer in San Diego. 


W hen 
H elen 
H unt 
Jackson 
cam e West seeking a story of 
toe oppression of the Indians, she 
chose Ramona as the heroine. 
Miss Jackson gathered m aterial 
trom the places w here Ramona 
had spent her life. For more than 
a week she stayed on the old Jost 
ranch near Banning, w here Ra­ 
m ona had 
washed 
before 
the 
death of her first husband. 
H ere 
Miss Jackson found th e final m a­ 
terial for her book, completed it, 
and soon after publication, sent 
one of the first copies to Mrs. C.F. 
Jost, which has a place among the 
treasured souvenirs of the family, 
now in the possession of Mrs. 
Agnes Jost. 
Ramona has a perm anent place 
in th e art of America in fields 
of fiction, dram a, painting and 
music, so perm anent a place th at 
the story alm ost is w orthy of be­ 
ing called an epic of the West. 


Helen H unt Jackson was the 
first 
to 
catch the gleam of R a­ 
m ona’s life that would m ake a 
story showing the great A m eri­ 
can Indian problem. 
L ater the 
story was dram atized and the 
Ramona P ageant” is staged each 
spring in a natural am pitheater 
on the hillside near San Jacinto. 
An artist caught th e spirit of the 
brave Indian girl and painted his 
conception of her w ith a forest 
in the background looking over a 
cliff at her reflection in a pool 
below. 
N ext a m usician set the 
spirit of Ramona to music, and 
for years h e r story was on the 
lips of A m erica as one of the 
popular songs of th e day. 
This 
song and story w ere combined 
in a moving picture.

Supervisor E. C. Talbot, one of 
the m ain opponents of the bill 
and in whose district the state 
park lies, said the way the bill 
has been prepared and handled

Oppose Bill

He also 
pointed out that the city would 
have to m ake a contract w ith the 
State P ark Commission for use 
of the park but th at this would in 
no way constitute a move to ex­ 
clude anyone from coming into 
the park via other m eans than 
the tram w ay.

In Riverside county, 7,757 per­ 
sons on state and locally-adm in­ 
istered relief received in direct 
aid 
$171,427 
during 
February, 
California T axpayers’ association 
stated today, following its study 
of trends in aid under the SRA, 
aid to the aged, blind, children 
and county indigents in California 
and the effect of reem ploym ent 
on the relief load in the state. 


In January, 1940, the num ber 
of persons in the State depend­ 
ent on the SRA, aid to the needy 
aged, needy blind, needy chil­ 
dren, and county indigents was 
at a high of 668,232. 
Since then, 
the association said, the num ber 
of persons dependent on these 
types of relief has gone down to 
452,563 for March, 1941. The low 
point for the year was 426,472 in 
November, with a jum p to 474.767 
iti January and a drop to 452,563 
in March. 
The m ain factor in 
the decrease in these totals is the 
drop in the SRA under which 
aid was extended to 411,867 per­ 
sons in January, 1940, followed 
by a steady decline to 158,264 in 
November, a jum p to 200,859 in 
January, and a drop to 179,690 
for March, 1941. In term s of case 
load or families, there w ere 85,728 
on SRA A pril 18. 1940, 38,149 on 
November 14, 1940, and 40,120 on 
April 17, 1941. 


In term s of dollars and cents, 
expenditures for these five aids 
throughout the State in January, 
1 94 0, 
totalled 
$11,432,022; 
in 
March, 1941, $9,385,701. 
E xpen­ 
ditures under the SRA totalled 
$4,410,588 in January, 1940, and 
$1,589,858 in March, 1941. 


Pointing out th at 
the labor 
force in California, because of 
increased business activity and
